The applicant's position is incorrect. The formula embraces cvanine dyes having meso substitution, such as squarene or those 
taught in the references. Nowhere in the claims does the term merocvanine appear and the nomencalte of the classes of dyes is 
well establsihed in the literature, including the prior art applied. The applicant is invited to note that these are described as 
carbocvanine dyes by Smothers and by both the Brooks references as cvanine dyes. Given the evidence that cvanine dyes have 
two photon cross sections in the secondary references and they are known to initiate/sensitize polymerization there is a 
reasonable expecation of success in using these to record two photon information with the advantages ascribed to it by DeVoe 
and others of record. The applicant does not have a lower limit for the two photon cross section, so the effectiveness of the 
process is not vet at issue.
